One important alteration of the 
Ford offer, it was understood, elimi- 
nates the steam power plant at Gor- 
gas, Ala., from the projects enumer- 
ated as belonging properly to the Mus- 
ele Shoals group. Whoever may ulti- 
mately acquite control of the Shoals 
projects, nitrate plants, waterpower 
sites—including the Wilson dam—the 
subpower stations and other proper- 
ties, it was said, would not have pos- 
session of the Gorgas plant. 

Another commitee amendment 
would compel the purchaser or lessee 
te manufacture fertilizers and sell 
them to the public throughout the 
period of the contract whether for 50 
or 100 years. The minimum produc- 
tion would be calculated on 40,000 
tons of ammonium nitrates, the esti- 
mated maximum capacity of plant 
number 2 per year. This was repre- 
sented as being equivalent to 2,000,- 
000 tons of finished fertilizers annu- 
ally.

WAR FRAUD GASES 


Announces Completion of 
New Division for Work. 
Hearings Probably Be- 
gin Monday. 


DAUGHERTY GOT FEE 
FOR MORSE PARDON 


In Letter Read in Senate, 
He Says He Never De- 
nied Connection With 
Famous Case.

Washington, May 26.—The new 
war contracts division of the depart- 
ment of justice is organized and 
ready to prosecute war fraud cases 
on an elaborate scale. : 

This announcement was made Fri- 
day night by Attorney-General Daugh- 
erty. The division probably will be 
ready to begin work Monday, Daugh- 
erty said, presenting evidence before 
the special grand jury just impanelled 
to sit in the District of Columbia. 

While the attorney-general prepared 
his cases, Representative Johnson, of 
South Dakota, made an unsuccessful 
attempt to force a vote in the house 
on the Johnson-Woodruff resolution, 
calling for an investigation of the de- 
partment’s activities in connection 
with war frauds. Johnson was block- 
ed by house leaders. 

Johnson, with Representative Wood- 
ruff and others, has bitterly assailed 
Daugherty for alleged laxity in the 
war graft prosecutions. 

Another Assistant, 

Daugherty announced the depart- 
ment will follow the linés laid down 
by the Graham committee, in pre- 
senting evidence to the grand jury. 
This committee made a complete in- 
vestigation of the conduct of all 
phases of the war, collecting some 
18 volumes of testimony. 

Daugherty announced the appoint- 
ment of Meier Steinbrink, of New 
York, as another of his special as- 
sistants. The personnel of the new 
division is incomplete, but Daugherty 
said it would comprise “one of the 
most notable law firms ever created,” 
and would he composed of the best 
legal talent obtainable.” ; 

‘The division will be organized after, 
the manner of the Graham commit- 
tee, with special organizations dealing 
with the different classes of prose- 
cutions, such as aviation, camps and 
cantonments, quartermaster corps and 
ordnance. 

Admits Fee. 

Attorney-General Daugherty re- 
ceived $4,000 for his services in con- 
nection with the liberation from At- 
lanta penitentiary of C. W. Morse, 
and at no time denied his connection 
with the case. 

This reply to the attacks of Sena- 
tor Caraway, of Arkansas, was read 
from the floor of the senate late Fri- 
day by Senator Lenroot, of Wiscon- 
sin. 

It was contained in a letter written 
to. Senator Watson, of Indiana, by 
Daugherty, which Lenroot read at 
Watson’s request. Watson was out 
of the city. 

Watson's Denial. 

Watson, on May 12, denied that 
Daugherty had been in any way con- 
nected with the case, or had ever 
received fees. The denial was in re- 
sponse to a charge by Caraway that 
Daugherty and Thomas B. Felder, 
another attorney, got $25,000 and 
obtained the release of Morse by mis- 
representation. 

“I recall very well a general con- 
versation we had some time ago re- 
garding the Morse case,” wrote 
Daugerty. 1 certainly did not in 
that discussion make the statement 
to you that I had no connection with 
the Morse cases, civil or criminal. 
My connection with these cases was 
well known throughout the country 
because of extended publicity some 
years ago. ‘ I regret sena- 
tor, if zen misunderstood me.”

STRESSED AT HEARING 


Conflicting features of interstate 
and intrastate class rate structur . 
were pointed out Friday by J. E. 


Tilford, traffic expert for the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railway, and wit- 
ness at the hearing being conducted 
at the federal building by an inter- 
state commerce commission _— 
séntative. 

Freight rates existing for the yank 
50 years between Ohio river cross- 
ings and Atlanta and Birmingham 
were compared by Mr. Tilford with 
present rates and with the basic max- 
imum rates being vronosed by south- 
ern carriers. In the movement for a 
better standardization of rates 
throughout the southeastern territory 
a definite mileage scale is being 
sought. 

Class rates are at present, divided 
‘into groups covering more than 15,- 
000 articles. The southern classifica- 
tion provides for one group and the 
Georgia classification provides for 
one that conflicts. For instance, a 
shipment from Atlanta to Columbus 
‘is governed by one classification, i. 
e., that of the Georgia railroad com- 
mission, and a shipment to Birming- 
ham originating in Atlanta, comes 
under the southern classification of 
the interstate commerce commission.

GEORGIA BANKERS 


Members of the Georgia Bankers’ 
association ended one of the most suc- 
cessful conventions it has ever held 
Friday with a barbecue tendered in its 
Fonor by the Coca-Cola company. The 
barbecue was given at the plant of 
the Coca-Cola company on North ave- 
nue and Plum street. One of the 
outstanding features of the Friday 
session was an address delivered by 
Nugene Meyer, Jr., managing director 
of the War Finance Corporation.

Entertained by Floyd. 


Early Friday afternoon the mem- 
bers of the Bankers’ association were 
entertained at a luncheon given at 
the Capital City club by James 8. 
Floyd, vice president of the Atlanta 
National bank, who is official repre- 
sentative of the War Finance Corpora- 
tion in this territory. 

In his speech before the bankers 
Mr. Meyer outlined the details of the 
work of the finance corporation in 
the early part of 1921 on its re-or- 
ganization in providing financial ma- 
chinery for the country during the 
period of stress following the conclu- 
sion of the world war. He told in 
detail what the corporation did 
maintaining and sustaining credits in 
aiding the banks to finance all sec- 
tions of the country at a time when 
this aid was sorely needed. 


Plans for Future Work. 


In discussing the future plans of 
the corporation Mr. Meyer said, in 


purt: 

“Through thirty-three regional com- 
mittees, composed of public-spirited 
bankers, business men and others, who 


corporation has extended assistance to 
agriculture on a nation-wide scale. 

“It has authorized more than 6,500 
loans, aggregating approximately 
$158,000,000, to banks in the agricul- 
tural section of the country. It has 
approved loans totaling approximate- 
ly $81,000,000 to live stock loan com- 
pa- and banks upon the security of 
live stock. It has approved loans 
exceeding $63,000,000 to co-operative 
marketing associations. Including 
the advances to finance agricultural 
and other exports, loans aggregating 
more than $347,000,000 have been au- 
thorized by the corporation since the 
spring of 1921. 

We have succeeded in relieving the 
banking situation in the country dis- 
tricts by taking over some of the slow- 
er loans that were good, thus remov- 
ing the necessity for forced liquida- 
tion and putting the banks in position 
to carry their” Customers for a 
longer period and to make new loans 
where adequate security could be ob- 
tained. But our loans have done 
more than this—they have provided 
that element which is so necessary and 
so vital in the banking business and 
in all other businesses—the element of 
confidence. 


Improved Conditions. 


“In March and April I visited prac- 
tically every state west of the Missis- 
sippi river and met the leading bank- 
ers, business men and representatives 
of farm organizations. Everywhere 
J found that a great improvement had 
taken place since last September and 
October, when I made a similar trip. 
At that time, pessimism reigned and 
there was general demoralization and 
despair among the agricultural and 
banking interests. The farmers and 
stockmen are not yet completely out 
ot the woods and there is still much 
to be done; but great progress has 
been made. 

“In the south, the outlook also is 
generally encouraging. Middling cot- 
ton has increased a hundred per cent 
during the past year, and there has 
been a marked stregthening in the 
world cotton market. 

“In spite of textile strikes American 
mills consumed. in the nine months 
endine April 30. 870.000 bales more 
than during the corresponding months 
in the previous year; and the exports 
for the same period were greater by

Purchasing Power. 


“The purchasing power of the farm- 
er. stockman and cotton grower, will 
not be fully restored this year, and 
they cannot be expected to go into 
that active and optimistic kind of buy- 
ing which generally accompanies fair 
business and prosperous conditions. 
They are still in a serious condition 
of indebtedness, resulting from losses 
on the production of the past two 
years, but I believe they will make 
mere money this year than they have 
for several years. They are work- 
ing hard, and if they are economical, 
they will be able to liquidate with 
the new crop a considerable part of 


the indebtedness which is burdening 


them. 


“If we look backward, we can read- 
ly see the remarkable 222 that 
has been made during the past year. 
And I feel confident that we can look 
forward to a gradual, steady, sound 
improvement in agricultural and live 
stock conditions, in general business, 
and in the banking situation through- 
out the céuntry.”

Post of Legion 
Detends Warden 
Of Prison Farm 


Charges of crue] treatment made 
against the warden of the state pris- 
on farm by J. Christie, a former con- 
vict, who denounced the official for 
alleged brutally beating Robert Lee 
-Denson, a former service man, several 


days ago, are without foundation and 
unwarranted, according to a com- 
mittee from the Morris-Little post, 
No. 6, of the American Legion, Mil- 
ledgeville, which, in a letter to The 
Constitution Friday, declared the 
whole affair was nothing more than a 
“tempest in a teapot.” 

A letter from Christie was pub- 
lished in a Macon newspaper last 
Sunday in which he charged that 
Robert Lee Denson, a wounded and 
gassed soldier, had been subjected to 
inhuman treatment at the farm be- 
cause he could not work, as the re- 
sult of his injuries suffered in the 
war. N 


Find Charges False. 


Judge R. E. Davison, of the Geor- 
gia prison commission, immediately 
conducted a personal investigation 
into the allegations of Christie and 
denied that the prisoner had been 
made the victim of cruelty by the 
warden or any of the prison offi- 
cials. The Milledgeville post of the 
legion also investigated the charges 
and denounced them as false. They 
also investigated Denson’s military 
record and in their report stated that 
Denson never participated in any 
battle in France nor was he gassed 
or injured. 

Christie wrote another letter to the 
Macon newspaper following publica- 
tion of the investigation of Judge 
Davison and the American Legion 
post, in which he again attacked the 
state farm officials, charging that 
prisoners have been permitted to die 
without preper medical attention. 
Judge Davison branded this commu- 
nication. as false, 


Letter From Legion. 


The letter from the Milledgeville 
post of the American Legion, which 
was received by The Constitution 
Friday, is as follows. 

Inasmuch as the letter from J. Christie 
charging cruel treatment on the part of 
the prison authorities at the state pris- 
on farm to Robert Lee Denson was ad- 
dressed to the American Legion, a com- 
mittee from the Morris-Little post No. 6 
here made two visits to the prison to in- 
vestigate the matter. 

We have questioned Denson about the 
whole affair, examined his discharge pa- 
pers which show no evidence of his having 
been in any battle i France, therefore his 
claims to have been wounded and gassed 
are unfounded.

fix up a match with Carpentier— 
which, of course, would not be permit- 
ted in the United States. 

The Carpentier-Dempsey second 
meeting isy of course, a joke as far as 
real fighting is concerned, whether it 
ever comes off or not. Reports from 

France, indicate that even the French 
sportsmen are wise to the bunk of 
such a match and not inclined to per- 
mit much more capitalization of patri- 

’ atism. The British, however, are not 
inclined that way, and it is possible 
they will permit themselves to be 
bunket out of some huge sum to see a 
match which really ought to be forbid- 
den on the grounds of umanity. 

The situation in boxing is as usua!: 
There are not enough good men of the 
same class to make good boxing and 
good matches, even if there is any in- 
tention of making good matches, which 
the evidence indicates there is not. The 
big idea seems to be to carry them 
along and pick soft spots for them, 
get the money and avoid 1280 reul 
fights. 


There has been so much bank spill- 
ed about Dempsey and the plans for 
his future that it is really time to talk 
out loud. Dempsey has not been keep- 
ing anywhere in near condition to box. 
The life he has led during his Euro- 
pean trip, instead of training a man, 
would make an ordinary man an in- 
valid. His associates have been those 
who certainly do not tend to improve 
condition.

RUTH OUSTED 
AS YANK CAPT. 


Chicago, May 26.—Babe Ruth was 
shorn of his rank as captain of the 
New York Yankees and fined $200 for 
entering the Polo grounds grandstand 
Thursday to find an abusive fan, in 
a decision by Ban Johnson, president 
of the American league, late today. 

The Babe was exonerated for throw- 
ing dust on Umpire Hildebrand, and 
he will be able to play Saturday as 
his suspension was lifted. 

Ruth’s Real Error. 

As far as Ruth’s attitude toward 

Umpire Hildebrand is concerned, this 


happens many times during a season, 
Johnson said. Where Babe erred 
was in trying to hang a homer on 
the chin of the fan who was bestow- 
ing a fragrant wreath of razzberries 
on his brow for being caught steal- 
ing. The decision follows: 

“The Ruth incident in New York 
on Thursday is much to be regretted. 
The player’s conduct was highly rep- 
rehensible, but when all the facts are 
weighed there is a measure of con- 
sideration due him. Ruth had just 
finished a, gentence of unprecedented 
severity, running through a period of 
39 days of suspension, which disqual- 
ified him from practice with his team 
prior to the announcement of a game. 
Without this necessary work, the play- 
er lost his ‘batting eye,’ and returned 
to the game in a great degree un- 
equipped to match the skill of pitchers 
who have about reached the high-water 
mark of proficiency. As a natural 
consequence he failed utterly in his 
prowess as a batter, much to the dis- 
appointment of an exacting and none 


a year ago was ‘ridden’ by the fans, 
and at times sharply abused. 

“Ruth plainly did not possess the 
mental strength and stability to brave 
this sudden reversal of publie adora- 
tion. It served to warp his playing 
ability, and for days he has been 
nervous and irritable. 

“In his nine years’ connection with 
the American league, his conduct on 
the field has been faultless, with a sin- 
gle exception. He did toss dirt on 
to the clothing of the umpire, but 
not into his face. An incident of 
that sort happens many times in 4 
season, when a player slides to his 
base and is keenly disappointed at the 
decision. His suspension is termi- 
nated. 

We cannot condone his entry into 
the grandstand to combat an insult- 
ing spectator. The club owners of the 
American league are pledged to pro- 
tect the player from such abuse, and 


charged their duty in that particular. 

“For this offense Ruth is fined $200 
and removed from the captaincy of the 
club. It is my judgment his present 
mental temperament disqualifies him 
for the position. He can better con- 
vert his mind to an improvement of 
his fielding and batting requirements.”

Lieutenant Theodore M. Wald- 
schmidt, in command, immediately 
radioed for help. Captain W. F. 
Miller, commanding at the submarine 
base here, dispatched the submarine 
chaser 306 to the scene with instruc- 
tions to stand by. 

Meanwhile the H-3 returned to Los 
Angeles. : 

The five injured enlisted men were 
taken to the base hospital as soon as 
the H-3 arrived. 

“They received bufns in fighting 
a small blaze which followed the ex- 
plosion, ‘but were not seriously in- 
jured,” -Captain Miller stated. 

The sub-chaser stood by the subma- 
rine last night in the harbor here.
